Johnson 
said in 1982 the organization hopes to extend phone 
lines to Lowell and Haverhill, establish a support 
group for families of suicide victims, become involved 
in the Hispanic community and expand the prison 
work.

The Samari- 
tans are ordinary people who give support and 
friendship to people in trouble. “They can offer what 
friends and family can’t: anonymity, confidentiality 
and 24-hour availability. Itis very hard to listen or give 
unconditional support to a suicidal family member or 
friend when you are closely involved.’’ 


Except for the director and office help, the befriend- 
ing organization is staffed by volunteers trained in a 
six-week course in befriending people who are lonely, 
depressed or suicidal.

contiguous to NESWC members Wenham and Man- 
chester and the promise of revenue sharing, all played 
a part in his community's decision to choose NESWC. 

Unlike many communities, declining landfill capaci- 
ty played no significant part in the Hamilton decision, 
Hall commented. ‘‘We were not being choked out of 
our landfill. In terms of space at the site as it now 
stands I would guesstimate we have at least 15 years 
(capacity),’’ Hall said. 

He acknowledged Hamilton officials had an ‘‘over- 
riding sense’ the town would be closed out of NESWC 
if it did not act because of shrinking municipal tonnage 
capacity. 

NESWC Chairman Edward J. Scanlon said more 
than 600 tons per day of municipal refuse is now under 
contract with only 300 tons per day still reserved for 
cities and towns.

Scanlon noted more than a dozen communities com- 
prising more than 800 tons per day are vying for 
remaining space at the plant to be built by UOP, Inc., 
of DesPlaines, Ill.

Magic Lantern 


Before the days of slides and slide projectors, 
this 1870’s magic lantern was used to entertain 
audiences. Inside, a kerosene lamp provided 
light. A long lens and simple focusing mechanism 
attached to the lantern front. A narrator illus- 
trated his story or lecture with handpainted glass 
slides held between the lamp and lens. 


The current exhibit at the Andover Historical Socie- 
ty features faces and places from Andover’s past. The 
photographs chosen for this exhibit, which will be open 
Wednesdays and Sundays 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. or by ap- 
pointment through Feb. 24, illustrate the period 1850 to 
1920 

Both scenic and portrait photographs will attract 
those interested in photography or local history, as 
well as the general public. The photographs on viw 
depict individuals and families, homes, stores and 
streets of long-ago Andover. Visitors will enjoy trying 
to identify views of still-standing buildings whose 
appearance may be camouflaged by different signs or 
landscaping. The move for historic preservation 
should be given a boost by visitors’ realization that 
what has been preserved for the present generation 
ought to be passed on intact for the future. 

In addition to their subject interest, the photographs 
in the exhibit will showcase the work of some of 
Andover’s earliest amateur and professional photogra- 
phers, such as Leonard D. Sherman and Charles H. 
Newman. E.V.N. Hitchcock also advertised as a pho- 
tographer from 1897 to 1904, but his work remains a 
mystery because only one of his photographs has been 
found. Perhaps a long-time local resident can dig in his 
attic and solve this mystery for the Historical Society. 

Of an even earlier period, photographs stamped V.S. 
Reed, George F. Tilton and Adams will be on exhibit. 
These photographers advertised the address “Main 
St., Andover’ but no records yet found indicate their 
exact location. 

The photographs featured in this exhibit also serve 
to illustrate the development of the science of photog- 
raphy from the daguerreotype of its earliest days 
through the mid-19th century ambrotypes and tintypes 
and finally the roll film introduced in the late 1880s. 
Stereographs, with their 3-D effect, and magic lan- 
terns, precursors to today’s slides, will also be on 
view. 

The exhibition was researched and installed by the 
society's exhibits coftmmittee: Joan Rollenhagen, 
chairperson, Reta Buchan, Marge Fenton and Dorothy 
Tavern, with assistance from Marsha Rooney and 
Patricia Batson.

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The Saga Of Pole Hill Continues ; 
Negotiations May Be Resumed 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


As the saga of Pole Hill continued to unfold this 
week, there were signs the developer may want to 
resume negotiating a land swap that would stop the 
development of a 69-home subdivision on the Ballard- 
vale hill. 

Meanwhile, town officials held a second meeting 
with the developer’s attorney Tuesday, trying to head 
off potential soil erosion and sedimentation problems 
that could result if the development proceeds. 

The selectmen went into executive session Monday 
night to discuss negotiating with developer Arthur 
Kalogianis of TDJ Development Corp. to swap the hill 
for a smaller parcel of town-owned land off Woburn 
Street, the ‘‘tea lots.” 

Town meeting authorized those negotiations last 
spring, but the selectmen recently dropped the dis- 
cussions because they were making no progress. Now, 
however, officials believe the developer ‘‘may be 
coming back, and may want to do some more talking,” 
Selectman Chairman Norma Gammon said Tuesday. 

The developer has not approached te board direct- 
ly, she explained, but an engineer representing him 
recently inquired about resuming negotiations. Gam- 
mon said she was not sure that Kalogianis is seriously 
considering taking up the negotiations again. 

‘‘We are now waiting to see what happens,”’ she said. 

The Conservation Commission and Planning Board, 
assuming that Kalogianis’s ‘‘Waterford Place” devel- 
opment will be built, have begun their own negotia- 
tions. They are trying to reach an informal agreement

on steps the developer might take to prevent serious 
soil erosion at the site, which borders the Shawsheen 
River. 

The town’s efforts to formally control the possible 
problems have been unsuccessful. When the planners 
considered modifying their approval of the subdivision 
to include erosion control measures, they learned that 
would not be possible because lots at the subdivision 
had been mortgaged to the Arlington Trust Company. 

And when the conservation commission issued an 
order of conditions requiring changes in the subdivi- 
sion plans to prevent erosion, the developer appealed 
the order to the state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. 

The DEQE is currently ‘‘jousting with itself’, con- 
sidering whether to issue an order superseding the 
ConComm’s order, let the original order stand, or 
‘come up with a compromise,’’ Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore told 
the planners Tueday. 

The DEQE is ‘‘very interested in the talks’ now 
underway between town officals and the developer, he 
added. 

But after two meetings between town officals and 
Kalogianis’s attorney, Reginald Marden of Andover, 
Gilmore said he does not foresee ‘‘much more than the 
prospect of minor agreements.’ The first meeting was 
held Dec. 31. 

The developer seems willing to continue the dis- 
cussions, the director indicated, but is extremely cau- 
tious about agreeing that there might be problems 
with the development. 

Kalogianis’s attitude, Gilmore explained, is “I'll 
believe it when I see it.” 

Steps the developer might be willing to take to 
prevent problems include building a sedimentation 
basin, using hay bales, and building a retaining wall 
along one side of the subdivision roadway as he builds 
the road — but Kalogianis has not committed himself 
to any of these measures, Gilmore said. 

Planning Board Chairman David Gravallese asked 
the director to look into two options that could give the 
town a bit more leverage with the developer. 

Gravallese suggested the Arlington Trust Company 
be asked for its position on modifying the subdivision 
plan — which could be done with the bank’s approval 
—and that Special Town Counsel Thomas Arnold be 
asked what ‘‘legal mechanisms’ the planners could 
use to require modifications to the plan. 

Kalogianis has requested that the board set a bond 
figure for the Pole Hill development, and the planners 
considered a $82,000 figure for part of the subdivision 
Tuesday night. But according to Armold, Gravallese 
said, they must bond the entire development, unless 
the town and developer have agreed it will be built in 
specific stages.

Since there is no staging agreement for Pole Hill, 
the chairman said the board would need a new figure 
for the entire subdivision. He instructed Gilmore to 
get a new bond figure from the town engineer.

Now Appearing 
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Serious School Bus Incident 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


A “very serious’’ incident that took 
place on a school bus the day before 
Christmas vacation began — an incident 
that may have endangered the lives of 
more than 45 students on the bus — is 
currently under investigation at Andover 
High School. 

That investigation has been hampered 
by the fact that the bus driver did not take 
down the names of the students he be- 
lieved were responsible, according to And- 
over High Assistant Principal Wil Hixon. 

Hixon said this week that if the names of 
the culprits are determined, he will rec- 
ommend that they be forbidden to ride a 
school bus again. 

In a written discipline report to the 
school department, bus driver Charles R. 
Kent wrote that during his afternoon route 
from West Junior High and the high school 
on Wednesday, Dec. 23, students in the 
back of the bus were “‘using profanity, 
smoking, spitting. This is almost a daily 
occurrence and I constantly have to ask 
them to stop.”’ 

As he drove though the Lupine Road- 
School Street area on “icy” roads and in 
“heavy” traffic, students began throwing 
snowballs past the driver's head at the 
windshield, ‘inside the bus while I was 
driving,’ Kent reported. 

Concerned for the safety of the students 
on the bus, Kent drove directly to the 
police station, where he asked Officer 
James Riley to order all students seated in 
the last four rows off the bus. 

Officer Riley said this week that Kent 
pointed out about 10 or 12 students to him, 
and the officer asked them to leave the 
bus. The riders used “a little foul lan- 
guage’’ as they left, he said. The officer 
told them they could call their parents or 
walk home, according to Kent’s report. 

Riley said the driver told him the stu- 
dents lived in the Topping Road area, but 
Kent did not record any of their names. 
Kent had seen students in the back rows 
throwing the snowballs in his rearview 
mirror, but was not sure exactly which 
students were involved, the officer said. 

School department guidelines call for 
bus drivers to take down students’ names 
when disciplinary offenses occur, Trans- 
portation Coordinator Kathleen Casey said 
this week. The names should then be re- 
ported to the appropriate school principal 
(or. in the case of the high school, the 
assistant principal, who is in charge of 
discipline there). 

A hearing is then held with the student’s 
parents and the bus driver present before 
disciplinary action is taken, she said. 

Although Kent probably took the wisest 
action possible ‘‘under the circumstanc- 
es."’ Casey said he failed to obtain the 
students’ names before they were remov- 
ed from the bus. 

Investigation into the situation has been 
further complicated by the fact that 
school vacation began the following day, 
she added. ‘‘It was the worst possible 

timing. If there had been school the next 
day, we could have acted on it more quick- 
ly to find out who did it, and exactly what 
happened.” 

Casey said she was ‘‘amazed that the

kids would do anything that dangerous. 
This is a very serious situation.” 

Kent reported the incident a week after 
it happened, Hixon indicated, and the in- 
vestigation could not begin until students 
returned to school last Monday. 

After interviewing a half-dozen students 
who were on the bus when the snowballs 
were thrown, the assistant principal has 
not yet ‘‘pinned down who did this,” Hixon 
said. adding, ‘‘I am a little disappointed 
that the names weren't taken. That would 
have helped.”’ 

The investigation has been proving 
“rather difficult,’ he said. “Everybody 
saw the snowballs — but nobody saw who 
threw them. We hope some student will be

willing to come forward and tell us who 
was responsible.” 

The school can take no disciplinary 
steps without ‘‘absolute proof,’’ Hixon ex- 
plained. ‘This is a very serious thing. We 
have to be very sure of who the culprits 
are. 

“But we will have no sympathy with 
them when we do find out who did it,”’ he 
commented. “‘I will recommend to the 
superintendent that they not ride the bus 
again, for the safety of all the others.”’ 

With another nine students still to be 
questioned, Hixon said he has come up 
with some information. For example, he 
believes the students did not bring snow 
onto the bus with them, but reached out 


the windows and scooped snow off the bus 
roof. 


However. he is still not sure where the 
offenders were seated on the bus, and 
pointed out that there is no evidence they 
were seated in the back rows. 


If the names of the offending students 
are not uncovered, Hixon said he hopes the 
investigation itself will make them realize 
how dangerous their snowball-throwing 
was to every student on the bus. 


“This was a very hazardous situation,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘If nothing else comes of it, 
I hope the seriousness of what they were 
doing will be brought to (the culprits’) 
attention.” - 


Digital Allowed Storage Permit 


Digital Equipment will be allowed to 
store up to 8,500 gallons of propane gas in 
six aboveground storage tanks at its River 
Road construction site, to supply heat for 
the former Polaroid building during the 
winter. 

The selectmen Monday night voted 
unanimously to grant Digital a temporary 
license expiring May 30 to store the pro- 
pane gas, despite some abutters’ objec- 
tions. 

Fire Chief William Downs appeared be- 
fore the board to explain that the proposed 
locations for the six tanks meet all state 
and national fire safety codes, and are the 
safest locations on the site. 

During the continuation of a public hear- 


ing that began Dec. 28, Downs said two 
1,000-gallon tanks would be located at one 
end of the site, and four more at another 
location. 

Several abutters objected to one of the 
proposed locations when the first hearing 
was held, saying two of the tanks would be 
too close to neighboring homes and road- 
way traffic. Ronald Kaczynski of Brun- 
drett Avenue said he still objected to the 
proposed site this week, and asked that an 
expiration date be put on the license. 

Downs said other locations on the site 
would be more hazardous, because they 
would be too close to construction vehi- 
cles, such as. trucks.and earth-movers. 

He pointed out that the tanks would be 


465 feet from the closest house on Brun- 
drett Avenue, and there will be 600 feet 
between tanks. The state building code 
and National Fire Association code re- 
quires 50 feet between a tank and the 
nearest building, and five feet between 
tanks, Downs said. 

Digital plans to store 6,000 gallons at 
this time. The company would need a new 


permit from the fire chief to store an 
additional 2,500 gallons, but would not 
need another license from the selectmen. 


Digital project manager Jack Sargent 


told the board propane gas would not be 
used to heat the building once construction 
is completed. The building will. be heated 
with natural gas

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School Transportation 
A Privilege 


School bus transportation is provided to students at 
considerable taxpayer expense and as a means of safely 
getting youngsters to and from schools. 

This year particularly, the matter of school transpor- 
tation has been somewhat controversial due to cutbacks 
as dictated by school budget economies. 

It is therefore, disturbing to learn of the necessity of a 
school bus driver to pull into the police station parking 
lot in order to effect disciplinary action on a group of 
youngsters who were hurling snowballs at him from the 
rear of his bus. 

The incident occurred just prior to the Christmas 
vacation and police and school authorities have had a 
difficult time in determining who was actually responsi- 
ble for throwing the snowballs, but the investigation is 
continuing. 

Police cleared the area of the bus from where the 
snowballs came and the students either had to walk 
home or have parents come and pick them up. 

At the outset, let it be clear we applaud the actions of 
the bus driver. 

He did the only thing logical suite the circumstances 
and in view of consideration of the safety of the up to 60 
passengers on his bus on a day when slippery driving 
conditions prevailed. 

No doubt some parents were appalled that their 
youngsters. were arbitrarily removed from the bus on 
that particular occasion. But no one would own up to the 
violation or would anyone shed light on who may have 
been responsible. The driver was either unable, or did 
not take the time to obtain the names of the persons 
responsible, concerned primarily with the safe opera- 
tion of the bus. 

It is not an isolated case of placing the safety of the 
driver and his passengers in danger through foolishness. 

We have heard of incidents where students take aim 
at the driver by either throwing things, or shooting 
missives via elastics. The actions could be intended for 
the operator or for other students, but in any case, they 
prove to be a most dangerous practice. 

School bus drivers are handed considerable responsi- 
bility in insuring that their passengers get to and from 
their destination. In winter the task is made even more 
difficult due to weather and road conditions. 

Now, no one expects a group of up to 60 youngsters 
congregated within the confines of a bus to portray a 
monastic life. But, neither should it be expected that 
these same youngsters participate in actions which 
represent danger to others and to the person charged 
with safely conveying them to and from their homes. 

Such activity should be subject to disciplinary action 
which to be effective should involve the parents seeing 
to it that the youngsters get to and from school safely by 
their own means for a period of time, rather than 
relying on the privilege provided by the community 
through its school transportation program. 

Due to the time lapse and the failure of persons to 
volunteer information on the snowball incident, those 
who acted so irresponsibly will probably go unpunished. 

But, the incident would serve the town well, if other 
drivers in the community follow the lead of the operator 
in this instance and either report the happenings to the 
police, or go to the station with the full busload, as 
happened in this case. 

The seriousness of the offense demands such action. 

Parents in the community raised a storm of protest 
earlier this year when their youngsters were denied 
school bus transportation. In many instances that priv- 
ilege was later restored. 

It is to be hoped that their concern for the safety of 
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their children then, will be carried over to impressing 
upon their youngsters that adherence to safety stan- 
dards and courtesy aboard the bus is a requirement. 
Failure to observe such standards should lead to a 
denial of the privilege and the necessity of parents to 
provide transportation as best they can.

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Innovative Use Of DASA Site Proposed 


An innovative use for the DASA site on Stevens 
Street might give the local economy a boost, as well as 
rejuvenate the former J.P. Stevens mill, the Planning 
Board noted Tuesday night. 

The Community Development and Planning director 
said site owner Burt Paley had asked for the planners’ 
thoughts on converting the building into a training 
facility for employees of corporations that have pur- 
chased products from local industries. 

Groups of corporate employees would most likely be 
learning to use computer products manufactured by 
local companies like Digital and Wang. Those employ- 
ees would also lodge on the site during their training 
seminars, which might last for several days, Commu- 
nity Development Director Jonathan Gilmore ex- 
plained. 

Last March, Paley informally proposed building a 
200-unit townhouse development on the 26-acre site. 
But Gilmore said the owner “‘relegated that to the 
shelf’’ after town meeting soundly defeated a multiple- 
family housing bylaw last spring.

A Different Approach To 
Comprehensive Planning 


.ne Planning Board this week heard a 
version of what comprehensive planning is 
all about that was quite different — and 
could prove more expensive — than one 
they heard three weeks ago. 

The planners will give some thought to 
both proposals before asking annual town 
meeting to appropriate funds for compre- 
hensive planning. Up to $45,006 could be 
needed to supplement $25,000 in planning 
funds left over from a past town meeting 
appropriation. 

Planning consultant Philip Herr of Herr 
Associates, Boston, who has worked with 
the board o on a number of projects, pre- 


sented his ideas for a two-year, $70,000 
comprehensive planning process to the 
board Tuesday night.

WASHINGTON -- A spe- 
cial prosecutor has been 
appointed to look into Labor 
Secretary Raymond 
Donovan’s possible connec- 
tions with the underworld. 
The specific accusation that 
triggered the probe is that 
Donovan was present at a 
luncheon one day in 1977 
when an executive of his 
construction company made 
a $2,000 payoff to a union 
official. 

Donovan has vehemently 
denied being present at any 
such luncheon.

If the special prosecutor, 
Leon Silverman, wants to 
conduct a thorough investi- 
gation of that luncheon -- or 
non-luncheon, as the case 
may be -- we have some 
suggestions for him:

Ligouri’s former 
lady friend might be able to 
tell the special prosecutor 
whether Ray Donovan ever 
had lunch there. She might 
even remember seeing him 
there with the union official 
and the guy who allegedly 
made the payoff.

The residential share rises 
from 69.11 percent to 72.54 percent, and 
the commercial share, from 6.66 percent 
to 9.30 percent. 

For the other classes, the share of the 
levy limit will decrease: open space, from 
2.90 percent to 1.23 percent; industrial, 
from 17.28 percent to 14.56 percent; and 
personal property, from 4.05 percent ot 
2.37 percent. 

Classification represents ‘‘a shifting of 
the (tax) burden’’ from the residential and 
open space classes to the commercial, 
industrial and personal property classes, 
Russell explained. 

The town could, for instance, use a ‘‘res- 
idential factor” of 65 percent of the total 
levy for residential and open space, plus a 
factor of 85 percent for open space, to 
come up with a set of three tax rates: 
$17.04 for residential (a 12 percent de- 
crease), $14.45 for open space (a 25 per- 
cent decrease), and $25.75 for 
commercial, industrial and residential 
property (a 25 percent increase). 

Other factors could be used, but 65 per- 
cent of the total levy is the lowest resi- 
dential factor allowed under the law, and 
85 percent is the lowest factor allowed for 
open space. 

In addition to classification or the status 
quo of one tax rate for everyone, the town 
has another option: applying a “resi- 
dential exemption’’ of up to 10 percent of 
the total valuation of all residential prop- 
erties, divided by the total number of such 
properties. In Andover, a residential 
exemption of $7,900 could be applied to 
each parcel, Russell said. 

That exemption would shift the resi- 
dential tax burden from residential prop- 
erties assessed at less than $79,000 to 
properties assessed at more than $79,000. 
It would also apply to vacant lots. 

The assessor pointed out ‘‘the inequity” 
that one five-acre lot would receive only 
one $7,900 exemption, while another prop-

would end up with a five-part plan plotting 
the town’s future for at least five years, 
Gladstone said. 

Herr minimized the importance of end- 
ing up with a written document» instead, 
he emphasized that “town meeting action 
to change things”’ is “the target.’’ 

More important than the final report are 
“the issues that will be dealt with during 
the two-year program — town’s meeting’s 
approval of those issues — the actions, the 
relationships .that develop, the under- 
standings that are reached among the 
people involved, what goes on in people’s 
heads,” the consultant maintained. 

He also disagreed with Gladstone that a 
series of detailed studies of town re- 
sources, such as a physical features analy- 
sis, should be dose at the beginning of the 
planning process. 

“Those things are a waste, unless you 
know the purpose you will put them to,” 
Herr said. He would use ‘“‘goal-oriented 
data gathering’ after goals have been set, 
rather than ‘‘standardized’’ data-gather- 
ing at the outset. 

Like Gladstone, hoWever, he said the 
participation of town officials and towns- 
people alike would be vital to achieving an 
effective plan. Both groups would be asked 
to inventory their “needs and wishes’, 
with citizens formed into study groups 
from Ballardvale, Shawsheen, West And- 
over, downtown, and other neighborhoods. 

Then the groups would come together to 
‘“‘make some tough choices’’ about which
